Swampscott, Mass., July 30.—[{Spe 
cial.]—From the viewpoint of the mid- 
die and far west no more important 
benefit can be conferred by the con- 
gress which meets next December than 
provision for the lakes to the gulf 
waterway and the St. Lawrence sea- 
way, according to Senator Charles . 
Deneen [Rep., III. J. Mr. Deneen left 
for Washington and Chicago today 
after being the guest of President and 
Mrs. Coolidge at White Court. 

The senator said that these water- 
ways are becoming essential to the de 
velopment of the interior of the coun- 
try. More adequate transportation is 
needed and the railroads are not ex- 
panding. The construction of the 
waterways will not be antagonistic to 
the railroads, but will supplement their 
facilities.’ 


Illinois Spending Millions. 

Illinois, Senator Deneen explained, is 
expending twenty million for comple 
tion of the waterway link between 
cago and the mouth of the Illinois. 
About all the government will need to 
do to make the gulf waterway an actu- 
ality is the deepening of the channel at 
certain points between the mouth of 
the Illinois and Cairo. 

Whether the amount of diversion 
from Lake Michigan permitted by the 
war department for Chicago drainage 
purposes will be sufficient for water- 
way navigation purposes is one of the 
problems with which congress may 
be called upon to deal with eventually.

Is Against Tariff Revision. 

Senator Deneen fought shy of dis- 
cussing farm legislation. He is wait - 
ing to see what the farm organiza- 
tions decide to ask congress for. At 
any rate he is not one of those who 
thinks that there should be a new re- 
vision of the tariff in order to reduce 
duties on the manufactured articles 
the farmer consumes. He had not 
heard that Illinois farmers were de 
manding the reduction of protection 
enjoyed by the manufdétturers if the 
farmers are not to be allowed to boost 
the price of their products in the man- 
ner proposed by the McNary-Haughen 
bill. 

The Illinois senator, unlike his pred- 
ecessor, the late Senator McCormick, 
will support President Coolidge’s pro- 
posal that the United States join the 
world court, with certain reservations.

THE ALL-YEAR SCHOOL. 


The long summer vacation is an anachronism. 


In a city like Chicago it has no excuse for being. 
We do not think children should go without proper 


rest and relaxation, but that is provided for through 
the year by Saturday and Sunday rests and by 
shorter vacations between terms. The long sum- 
mer vacation was the product of rural conditions. 


The farm needed all the family in the growing and 


harvesting months. In great cities children who 
cannot get into the country, and few can, are 
simply turned into the street. This provides a 
species of education, but not the kind they need. 
The long absence from studies involves waste of 
time, br@aking up of haliits of application, loss of 
interest and momentum. Undoubtedly there is no 
adequate compensation, for so long a rest is not 
needed by any normal child. 

Our school buildings and yards should be made 
comfortable for summer weather, and perhaps

Here are some instructions. Carry out what 
you can: 

1. Use the pocket knife or razor blade to 
slash the wound. Cut through each tooth 
puncture. Promote free bleeding. Squeeze 
around the wounds to squeeze out the poison. 

2. Quickly throw a handkerchief or other 
bandage around the limb, if the bite is on a 
limb, above the bite. Make it tight. Re- 
lease the constriction for a few minutes once 
every fifteen minutes. Keep squeezing out 
the poison. 

3. Suck the wound. 

4. Wash with permanganate solution. 

5. Pack the wound with salt as soon as 
free bleeding stops. 

6. Take antivenin, if there is any available. 

7. Use aromatic spirits of ammonis. 

8. Use warm packs and wraps for shock, 
if necessary. 
9. If fright is great, use s hypodermic of 
morphine. :

RAILROAD PROGRESS. 

Detroit, Mich., July 23.—Your editorial 
of July 10, 1925, entitled A Triumph—24 
Years Ago,” has just come to my atten- 
and, without wishing to appear 
super-critical, I believe that the reason- 
ing is only partly correct. The inference 
to be drawn from the expression which 
THE TRIBUNE makes is that the railroads 
have not made any progress during the 
interval of almost a quarter of a century. 
This is based solely upon the fact that 
the Twentieth Century and the Pennsy!- 
vania’s Chicago-New York train at first 
made the run in 18 hours. 

Considerable water has flowed under 
the bridge since then. Doubtless these 
railroads could show as much speed today 
as then if circumstances permitted. It 
must be recalled that during this interval 
the automobile an@the motor truck have 
developed, and with them a certain gen- 
eral recklessness on the part of the driv- 
ers of these vehicles. With this reck- 
lessness there have come some serious 
accidents—and with these, regulations as 
to speed at the more dangerous railroad 
crossings have been imposed by the pub- 
lic utilities commissions of the various 
states traversed. I am somewhat loatn 
to think that in view of the great strides 


tion, 


that have deen made in the hauling of 


freight by our common carriers the rail- 
road operation as far as freight has gone 
forward by leaps and bounds and that 
in the case of passenger trains we have 
been retrogressing. While I have not 
the figures before me, I am wont to ac- 
cept that both freight and passenger 
service have been developed equally dur- 
ing the period under consideration. In 


other words, it appears to me that gen- 


erally speaking the service between stops 


has been speeded up, but that the length- 


ening of time between terminals has been 
largely due to the restrictions referred to 
above. 

Of all the industries I know of, the rail- 


road business is perhaps exceptional in- 


asmuch as the unit of service consistently 
and constantly decreased from 1882 w 
1919, and about this time came this uni- 
versal adoption of the eight hour law, 


as well as the higher wage schedules, to- 


gether with the gradually mounting 
taxes. These three conditions, too, were 
coincident with the more general use of 
the automobile and the motor truck. 
Surviving all of these shocks to this 
industry is a triumph in itself that sur- 
passes in general importance the triumph 
of 24 years ago you mention, it seems to 
me.

dergast, labor leader of Victoria, who 
spoke at a state banquet tonight; Sen- 
ator Needham, who spoke in behalf of 
the federal laborites of the common- 
wealth at the banquet, and numerous 
other leaders, industrial, political, and 
labor. Premier Lang and other labor- 
ites strongly attacked the I. W. W. 
and communists, whose efforts to cre- 
ate trouble were without result.
